SHOOK THE EARTH 


A Powder Explosionjthat Fright- 
ened all New Bnffland. 


BABLOW, N. Y., tSepL 30.—A terrifio 
explosion occurred at theDitmar powder 
works at Bay Chester, on the Harlem 
river branch of the New Yoik and New 
Haven railroad, about ten this morning, 
resulting in the instantaneons death of 
four men employed in the factory. 
The 
explosion occurred in the packing house 
in the center of the grounds and about 
two hundred yards feom the main fac- 
tory, where the bulk of the giant powder 
and nitro-glycerine used in the new ac 
queduct works is manufactured. 
The 
men were hard at work putting up and 
packing cartridges when suddenly and 
without warning, an explosion occurred, 
shattering the building to splinters and 
blowing four men to fragments. 
Max 
Cruger, the foreman of the works, says 
the explosion was caused by two men 
shooting into the building. 


BBIILBTED IT AN BABTHQUAKB. 


NTAO, N. Y., Sept. 30.—Just before 10 
o'clock this morning a heavy shock re- 
sembling the noise of an earthquake 
startled the people here. 
Colored folks 
were frautic. 
One colored family named 
West ran out of the house, screaming in 
terror. 
They were told that it was an 
earthquake from Charleston and the 
head of the family cried, "Wiggins!" 
The shook is supposed to be caused by 
a heavy explosion of dynamite some- 
where near here.

Jerusalem,

known as the day of judgmeut, the ten 
days following it are days of rt-peatance, 
and on the last day of rope.'itance, the 
most sacred of 
ali Jewish holidays. 
Yom Kippur, or the day of iitoneinent, 
is observed as a fast day of twe'ity-four 
hours duration.

Flashins Banners and Waving: Plumes. 


Parades, Processions anil Prize Drills. 
A Charity Concert of 3,000 Instruments. 
Gllmore Was the Boss of It. 


The ti-iencial conclave of the 
Knights 
Templar of the Masonic order of the United 
States is alwaj^ a great event. It is looked 
'orward to for at least two yeai-s with much 
a^'ticipation. 
At this meeting matters of 
general iftterest to the whole order are set- 
tled. There are also competitive drills among 
the commanderies from different cities, and 
the one performing most skilfully the difficult 
evolutions of the Knights of Malta is the ban- 
ner commandery for the next three years. 
For six years previous to the present mf^eting 
the Detroit commandery have held the prize 
banner. 


This year the great meeting was held in St. 
Louis. It is said there were never before so 
many strangers in the broad-lying old cit}' on 
the Mississippi. From all parts of the United 
States they came—north, south, east, and 
west. 
California sent a delegation 2,(K)0 
strong. 
There were from 1.5,0(X) to 20,000 
from all over. 
This, however, was not 
nearly the whole throng brought togethei- by 
the occasion. 
Outsidei-s in great numbers 
took the opportunitj' to visit St. Louis on er- 
rands of business and pleasure. 


The resitlent St. Louis commanderies took 
on themselves the task of providing for the 
entertainment of their visiting brethren. The 
headquarters of the knights was the tempo- 
rary building of the St. Aldemar conmiand- 
ery. 


HEADQUARTERS. 


The St. Aldemar's hall of entei-tainment ia 
one of tlie quaint old mansions of St. Louis, 
built in the architecture of the begiiming of 
this century, like the White House, at Wash- 
ington, and Jefferson's residence at Monti- 
cello, with a lofty columned iKjrtico in front. 


The St. Aldemars are a wealtliy lodge of 
Knights Templar. 
They have a ladies' circle 
of sixty-one nieml)ers. 
The house « as richly 
furnislied and decorated for this occasion. 
The latlit's' circle took the matter of entertain- 
ing the stranger guests in hand, and made it 
as much of a success as a church fair. 
They 
remainal iiei-sonally on the ground and saw 
that all who came had a lunch. 
They offered 
tea, coffee, ice water and all the good luncha- 
bles that hungi-y guests nn'ght desire, l)ut of 
wine or beer or whisky, ne'er a droj). 
They 
held fast by the inborn tomixTinve principle-s 
of the feminine sex. 


The interior of St. Aldemar's was charac- 
terized by artistic taste in decoration. 
Flow- 
ers and plants are in abiuidaiicc. 
The licad- 
quarter i-oom of the commaiidery coiit-ained 
chairs of cherry, upholstered in leather, vel- 
vet and plush. 
There was a dreatm'ly licauti- 
ful sitting room, drapHxl in blue, for ladies ; 
there was a snuggery for the male sex a1)so- 
lutely gorgeous in its appointments ; likewise 
a smoking rtiom of the same kind. 


Tlie St. Aldemar commandei'v is fifteen 
years old. 


The stunning feature of the conclave, how- 
ever, was perhaps what was calletl a charity 
concert, given at the St. Louis fair grounds. 
The proceeds are to go to a fund for the wid- 
ows and orphans of Knights Templar, 


INTERIOR OF HEADQUARTERS. 
The main features of the enterf-ainment 
were the di'ill of the cf)nunanderies and the 
concert. It is only necessaiy to say that the 
music was conducted by Col. P. S. Gilniore, 
our own Patrick. 
There is only one P. S. in 
the world. 
Brass band after brass band be- 
gan arriving on the fair grounds early in the 
day and kept it up till nof)n. They strode to 
the sound of sackbut and cj'inbals, of drum 
and trombone. 
They filled the air with a 
paiKlemoniuni of sound, yea, they 
made 
Rome howl. At that monstrous contest of 
fu.ss there were sixty bass drums and 2fX> 
snare drums, and no less than l.n(X) horns of 
various kinds. 
Long live Gilniore 1 


There i.s considerable wild guessing as to the 
number on the ground that day. The crowd 
was estimated by each guesser at from 40,000 
to 1.50,0(X), according to the enthusiasm of his 
temperament. 
But it was a great day any- 
how. 
The sights that called up mast admira- 
tion were the representations of a Greek ci-oss 
and a Pas.sionist cross, formed by the evolu- 
tions of some of the conunanderies in their 
prize drill exhibitions. The figures are in- 
tricate and hard to pi-oduce. 


The ¡jarades of the Knights Templar form 
some of the rare occasions Avhen a man may 
put off his customary black clothing, or at 
least, may put on colors. He takes lul vantage 
of tiie privilege with alacrity. 
Once every 
three yeai-s, at least, the true knight is splen- 
did in purple and gold and white. We are 
all fond of gewgaws. 


The cross of Malta is the distinctive badge 
of the Knights Templar. 
Some of the sym- 
bols and rites of the Masons have come down 
from a time as old as the history of man. 
In the lost period of Egyptian glf)ry, before 
the pyramids were, or the Sphinx.had pro- 
pounded her cruel riddle, these symbols had 
their place and meaning. 
In the sacred 
Eleusinian mysteries their significance was 
familiar. 
Jews, Greeks, Romans, adepts of 
India, Rosicrucians and Christian 
knights 
have alike employed them. 


Josh Billing's Tombstone. 


At a marble yard in Pittsfield, Mass., may 
be seen a huge oblong block, on which are 
carved the names "Henry Wilson Shaw" and 
"Josh Billings." It will presently be placed 
over the quaint philosopher's grave at Lanes- 
lx)rough. —Chicago Times.

Justin McCarthy, M. P., novelist, essayist, 
orator and patriot, comes to the United States 
this fall to lecture and labor for home rule in 
Ireland.

This is not Mr. McCarthy's first visit to 
America. 
Some time ago he spent nearly 
three years here. In that time he visited 
thirty-five of the thirty-eight states of the 
Union. 
He is the vice-chairman of the Irish 
parliamentai'y party. 


Justm McCarthy was born at Cork, Ire- 
land, in 18:50, Ho began life as a newspaper 
reporter. He went 
to England on the 
staff of a Livei-pool 
journal. 
A f t e r - 
ward he went to 
London, and, like 
Charles 
Dickens, 
became a reporter 
in 
the house of 
c o m m o n s , 
He 
worked thei'e for 
L ' h e Morning Star. 
"^VV^ith it his own 
star began to rise, 
JUSTIN MCARTHY. 
He was then only 
23, yet the same year he was promoted to for- 
eign editor of The Star. 


In 18(34 he became its etlitor-in-chief. 
Four 
years later, in 1868, he visitefl the United 
States, and resigned his place on The Star. 


He is a good example of how much work 
one man can do when he sets his head to it. 
Besides his constant journalistic duties, he has 
wi'itten in almost every field <if literature. 
"A Fair Sfixon," "Lady Judith" and "Dear 
I ^ l y Disilain" are some of his best known 
novels. But his most famous work is his 
stirring "Histoiy of Our Own Time," the 
perio<l l)eing Hie reign of Qtieen Victoria. He 
is still a political writer for a Ijoiidon daily.

InterestiuK Reports From the 
Committee. 


RKPORT OF COKMXmSK ON REVISION OF THE 
ORDINANCE!«. 


We, the committee on finance, with mayor 
and city attorney, to whom was referred the 
resolution of Ck)uncUman Storm, relating to a 
proposed revision of the city ordiaances, re- 
port, as has been reported a dozen times be- 
fore, that a revision of the present city ordi- 
nances is greatly demanded. By reason of the 
many amendments and repeals, as well as new 
ordinances, made since 1874. the present re- 
vision Is worse th n useless. It is dangerous, 
because misleading. The former revision cost 
nearly $1,500, and tne printing and publishing 
thereof $1.400 more. We feel satisfied that the 
present ordinances can be properly revised 
»nd printed for less than one-third that sum 
Our plan is that the attorney, with the aid of 
a stenographer and typewriter, shall deliver 
to the mayor and heads of committees a copy 
of all ordinances now in force, whether as 
entire ordinances, repeals or 
amendments, 
and that after a careful scrutiny and compar- 
ison with ordinances of other cities, they be 
referred to the council with suggestions, that 
the same be completed as compactly and COD- 
cisely as possible, each under its proper head 
We recommend that the matter reputed, if 
concurred in, be left with the same committee^ 
to report the progress at the next meeting.

R E P O R T O F CITY ATTORNEY. 


I respectfully report: 
1. In Ihe matter of the repair of the alley 
north of Erie street, I find that an old and 
unused sewer in said alley has decayed and 
fallen in. At the time the same was built it 
was agreed with Mr. Goven, through whose 
yard it passed, that the city would save him 
harmless from any and all damages by reason 
thereof. A new crock sewer has since been 
built. Intended to take all the drainage of the 
old one, but the streets, alley, etc., should be 
so graded as to cause the tlow to the new 
sewer, else the water will flow over Mr. Go- 
ven's premises and cause the city the expense 
of his damages. I therefore recommend that 
the street commissioner cause the alley to be 
placed in safe repair and provide for the 
direction of the surface flow to the new sewer; 
otherwise the city will have violated its agree- 
medt with Mr. Goven. 


2. With reference to the responsibility for 
the defect in the building of a sewer between 
Hanna and Francis streets, I fairly and frank- 
ly report that I believe the responsibility of 
property rests and equally so with the con- 
tractor, the engineer and the council. The 
contractor, because he ou{?ht to have known 
better; the engineer, because he ought not to 
have certified that the work was properly 
done when he had no time to inspect the whole 
of the sewer; and the council, because it 
failed to provide the engineer with proper in- 
spectors to superintend such work in his ab- 
sence, there being many sewer, sidewalk and 
street improvements under way at the time of 
the mistake. I respectfully recommend that 
the e>ewer be at once repaired, as the city has 
taken from the property benefitted the price 
of a good and capable sewer und the property 
holders assessed are entitled to such.

We, the civil engineer and city attorney, to 
whom was referred the renort of the engineer 
with reference to the failure of John Koehler, 
the contractor, to finish the paving of South 
Calhoun street, according to contract, respect- 
fully report that the contractor has complied 
with his contract substantially, with but two 
slight exceptions. He has put into the gutters 
some five yards of rejected stone and he has 
placed as curbing a few stones that are too 
short. We therefore recommend that the sum 
of $25 be withheld from any estimate given 
him against the city to cover these repairs, 
and that hereceiv^e the balance, or upon his 
refusal so to do. that any estimate be withheld 
him until he has legally complied with his con- 
tract.

R E P O R T OF THE CITY C I V I L E N G I N E E R . 


In regard to the contract for grading and 
paving with brick the sidewalk on the east side 
of Wells street, from the junction with Cass 
street to the Lake Shore and Michigan Soutu- 
ern railroad, and from the Lake Shore and 
Michigan Southern railroad to the Hake build- 
ing, north of the said railroad; also on the 
west side of Cass street, from the junction 
with Wells street, to the Lake Shore und 
Michigan Southern railroad, all of which was 
contracted for by William Moellering, to be 
completed by the 15th day of September last 
past, will report that ao part of the work on 
either of the contracte have been commenced, 
and as the time for completing the contract is 
past, I will ask your honoralile body for in- 
structions that the matter may be disposed of 
legally. Also the sidewalk on the south side 
of High street, in front of lot No. fi, in Girkin 
addition and in front of Jots west 
o a point 
where the brick walk is now laid, no parr of 
the work has been commenced, and as Wil- 
liam Moellering is also the contractor, as well 
as the contractor for the aforesaid worif, on 
Wells and Cass street, will asK that the High 
street matter be disposed of in the same man- 
ner as that of the Wells street and Cass street 
contract. 


2. In regard to the examination of the sewer 
in the alley betweer- St. Martins street and 
Buchanan street, in the rear of lots No. 4;i and 
58 Lassell's addition, I was unable to have the 
excavation made, as no one would undertake 
the work unless prompt payment was made 
for the same, and as there was no arrangement 
in particular whether the city was to pay for 
the work, or have the workmen wait for their 
pay until the matter was decided; so I made 
no further effort to have the work done until 
I should be instructed in regard to the pay- 
ment of the men for doing this work. 1 will 
report that during the severe rain storms of 
the past week that this same sewer took in 
and carried off all the water that could be 
turned into it; and after the rain was over. I 
carefully examined the sewer at the manhole 
at the west or upper end; there was not to ex- 
ceed one and one-fourth inches of water in the 
bottom of the pipe. 


3. In the matter of the Baker street sewer 
nuisance, referred to me for the best means 
to abate the same, with an approximate esti- 
mate, etc., of costs, will ask for further time, 
as the work In the engineer's department has 
been such that it was impossible to get time to 
do the work and report Intelligently.

REPORT OF STREET CO.MMISSIi )NER. 


1. The wooden box sewer on Chicago street, 
between Jackson and Broadway, is in bad 
condition; it is nearly filled with mud and the 
lumber used in constructing it is all decayed 
and broke througn in places. The present 
sewer, or culvert, was never large enough to 
carry off the amount of water that accumu- 
lated in that low part of the city and in times 
of heavy rains flooded property. 
1 therefore 
recommend that a:M-inch crock pipe sewei- be 
substituted, and would also recommend that 
tlie work be done as soon as convenient. 


2. On account of the water not Howirig free- 
ly from the sand pit on the southeast corner 
of Clinton and Main streets, 1 had the sewer 
examined at the Intersection of said streets 
and found some eight or nine inches of solid 
sand in the bottom of the sewer lit that point. 
The pipes leading from Coombs ^ Co.'s cellar 
and also the pipes from tlie sand pit, lays 
within four or five inchcs of the 
ottom of 
the sewer: that the least backing of water or 
overflow would be calculated to confine the 
water at that point. In my opinion the sewer 
should be cleaned and a larger connection 
pipe substituted. 


S. In the matter of the resolution of Coun- 
cilman Kead, Instructing me lo notify the 
property owners on the south side of Superior 
street, between Plum and Webster streets, to 
raise ana repair their sidewalks, would report 
that I served said notice, but the work has not 
been done.
